WILD PANIC 
ON STEAMER 


Terrified by Explosion Passengers 
Fought Like Madmen. 


MANY SERIOUSLY INJURED 


Men Struggled to Get Into the Lifeboats 
Before the Women and Children. 


Dover, Eng., April 8—A child was 
killed and fifty people, mostly women 
and children, were injured by an ex- 
plosion early yesterday in the British 
steamer Cairnrona of Dungess. The 
steamer caught fire after a wild panic 
ensued, in which men battled for! pos- 
session of the life iboats, thrusting 
women and children ruthlessly aside. 

The captain and crew acted with 
creditable bravery. They forced the 
men back and insisted upon taking 
the women and children off the burn- 
ing vessel first. Fortunately the 
steamers Upland and Kanawha were 
close by.—They steamed near the 
Cairnrona, and the passengers were 
then transferred without mishap. 
There were 900 passengers on the 
Cairnrona, which sailed from London 
yesterday for Portland, Maine. 

‘Most of them were immigrants from 
Russia, « They-could riot be controlled 
in their terror and: rushed about the 


‘deck fighting among.themselves to get 


away from the scene of danger. * As 
the flames spread there were more ex- 
plosions, which added to the passen- 
gers’ terror. 

As the panic continued, the list of 
injured was added to, for women and 
children’ and the wéaker‘of the men 
were knocked down-and trampled on. 
It is believed that the list of injured 
will reach fifty. Twenty were. in- 
jured seriously, What caused the ex- 
plosion is not stated. -From the first 
class passengers, among them some 
American cattle men, it is. learned 
that a number of women with chil- 
dren in their arms were sitting on a 
hatch when suddenly there was a 
thunderous report beneath it, follow- 
ed by the shattering of timbers 

The women and children near the 
women’s quarters were thrown to 
the deck, some landing twenty feet 
away. A number of the injured were 
shockingly disfigured. The child 
killed was crushed almost beyond re- 
cognition. The women quarters were 
wrecked. Revolting scenes marked 
the transfer of the passengers to the 
Upland and Kanawha. It was neces- 
sary for the crew of the Cairnrora to 
use fists and every weapon at hand 
to fight back the men who tried to 
crowd into the life boats ahead of 
the women. 

The women became hysterical and 
many fainted. Four 
pushed overboard in the stampede.

Special Meeting of Council Decided to 
Bring Fxpert to Report on Water 
and Sewage Systems. 


“T think that the solution of the 
reorganization of the city’s govern: 
ment should come from the Board of 
Commissioners, not from the council,” 
declared Alderman Gariepy at. last 
night's council mecting, in replying 
to a suggestion from Ald. Armstrong 
that a special meeting of the council 
should be held at which the question 
of reorganization should ‘be dealt with 

“We will certainly have a different 
arrangement between the various de- 
partments than exists now,” said Ald. 
Armstrong. “As Mr. Francis points 
out, there is altogether too much over- 
lapping.” 

“Let the commisisoners tackle the 
problem,” suggested Ald.

HAS WORKED IN MANY CITIES 


Police Believe That the Pair Has Got 
Away With Over $30,000 Worth

New York, April 7.—The pretty 
young woman with a winning smile 
who buncoed Frank J. Homan of the 
Iloman & Schultz garage, 317 West 
Fifty-ninth street, out of a $3,000 auto- 
inobile has been identified by the de- 
tective bureau as the most success- 
iul automobile thief in the country.

MADE FINE SHOW 


Premier Rutherford and Deputy Min-

600, this year 920 horses were shown. 

“Although there are a lot of fancy 
horses shown, the work horses are not 
being neglected,” said Mr. Harcourt, 
“and there were very many Clydes, 
Percherons, Shires and Suffolk Pun- 
ches shown which were the very pick 
of their respective classes. The pure- 
bred cattle were also a great revela- 
tion to those who were not aware of 
the high standard of stock that is be- 
ing bred in Alberta, and the bulls 
which were ‘sold after the show real- 
ized very handsome: prices.”
